significantly greater flow capacity 
in time of Brook flooding and thus 
lessen the flooding dangers for ad- 
joining land owners. The State 
Dept. of Transportation will be 
holding a public hearing on the 
proposed project at the site within 
the next month and a half. Notice 
of the hearing will be made in the 
Citizen and all interested residents 
are urged to attend and ask ques- 
tions. 


It is being proposed that the 
bridge be replaced under the State 
Town Way Bridge Program. The 
estimated total project cost in- 
cluding 500’ of road reconstruction 
and paving and the installation 
of metal guard rails is $185,000. 
Of this cost the federal govern- 
ment would pay 60% ($111,000 
the State 20% ($37,000), and the 
Town 20% ($37,000), Following 
the public hearing, a special town 
meeting will be required to see 
if the voters of the community 
wish to proceed with the project 
‘and authorize the town's share of 
the cost.
